cypers to the end they might nor be knowne, but 
were ſome officers ofthe Maicftrates and Citty of 


Prague (-as is thought ) ſo that the Executioner . 


touched nor,nor layd handon any place of the body 
of the {aid Earle, nor on his garments, The like was 
performed abour all the others, being in all rothe 
nomber of 24. that there were executed with the 
ſworde ( Door eſſenins onely excepted ) And as 
 ſoone as the one was diſpatched, then there. was 
broughe at) other black cloath to the ſcaffold for 
tim thae ſhould be the next,and it was layd downe 
in the place of the former, to be vicd for the ſame end 
The ſaid Earle being diſpatched, as is aboue rela- 
tcd.the Lord Badowitz ( being of the reformed Reli- 
_-_ ) camg forth to the ld, led by two of the 
aid Iudges,no Prieſt nor Preacher being with him, 
He likewiſe offerrd his feruent prayers to God Al- 


mighty, and preſently after ſuffered the corporall

ning were broughrohe after an other ro'the ſcaffold 
and there their ludgement, in-ſuch manner as twas 


- pronounced againft their Perſons, was. fully done 


and accomplithed. And farthermore as ofrenas one: 
was diſpatched;the body ofthim rhat wasbeheaded, 
wasat an inſtant caried away from the ſcaffold by 
the abouefaid fix diſguiſed men wrapped in the faid 
blacke cloath; and:in fteede rhereof other ewo men 
diſpuiſcdafterthe faid manner came inand brought 
an other new black cloath laying it.downe open tor 
him that ſhould be the next. ; 

And thus all theaforefaid condemned men being 
encry 'one forthisiperticular and all ingenerall full 
reſolute and of pdod comfort, with powring ont 
their deuout prayers continually ro-God, truſting 
to be ſaued: through the merits of our Sauiour Ie- 
fas Chrit;loft their heads & dyed like good Chri- 
are ans. conſtantly'in the Evangelical Re- 
ligion, according co the confeſſion of Auſpuryh, co- 
ming forth to the ſcaffold with Euangelicall Mint- 
miſtcrs;0nelyexcepred theſaid:P/onins Tſrherin,who 
dyeda Roman'Carholique; hauing with'hima Po- 
pith Chanon and. a lefurre, andrhe aboucſaid Lord 
Budowits,being of the: reformed Religion, who was 
not permitted ro hauea miniſter of his rehgion,and 
refuſed co hauc others with him. 

. Dotty Iefſenins comming to-theſcaftold laſt ofall, 
ehe.Executioner tooke him preſently and tyed his 
hands vpon his back, and then futing downe vpon

his kneeg,a blackecloth'being laid openvnder hirf, 
he ſtill calling vpon the name of God, where the Ex- 
ecutioner with alicle payre of pincers puld out his 
rongue.and cut it of with a knife, and therevpom 
preſcntly after, he cut of his head with/his fword, 
which his decreed Indgment- corporall punahwntne 
ke ſuffered with great patience & conftancy;haning 
firſt offered his prayers with great deuorion tothe 
Aimighry God as isbeforeſaid. + :- BC: 

Thus the Execntioncrof the Citty of Praghr;hath 
brought to deach.in. mavner;a34sbefoterclated;cho 
aforcnamed 24 perſons; All which was:performed 
with tower fwordes: with the firſt were executed 
clleuen, with the ſecond-fwe;-and with:the other 
two,ciglithad-their heads entagandall with great 
dexterity, not miſting one ſtroake, asf the winds 
had blowen their heads from their ſhoulders. 

After this hee tooke the three. other men whe 
were Condemned tobe bangidand in thagreatMar- 
ket place. before the rar the 'tyced-their 
hands vpon their backs, whereof the two firſt was 
hanged vp on a peccc of timber, that was ſtruck out 
purpoſely of the windowe of the. Townchouſe, bur 
the thixd-was hanged, onthe-ordinary Gallowts, fo 
that within -the {pace of left then fowar howres 
and a halje, by the Executioners own hands 27 men 
were. putto death;and thus miſcrably loſt their liyes. 

This bloody and cruelll execution was nothing 
cls buta'tcarefulland moſt larhentable fpectatic, 
which.many ofthe ſpe@ators 'did behold withthe 
higheft commiſcration and Chriſtian compaſion 
ſo that zany bungdreth men, women and children

Imperiall Maieſty himſclfe commeth to Pragae, then 
eo doc as itſhall pleaſe him, ' 

And'the Exccutioner layde no hand on any of 
chem that were put to Death (DoCtor /eſ/enius one- 
ly excepted with the three that were executed with 
« Rope) but they themſelues with the helpe of c- 
ucry one his ſcruants ftripr off their garments, till 
the vpper part of their bodyes was madenaked, and 
thus they ycelded themſclues willingly to dye. 


As ſooucas the head of any of themwas ſtrucken 
off, as likewiſe any of the handes being ſeperated 
from the arme, at the ſame inſtant. ene of the ſer- 
uants tooke the head and hand of his Maſter and 
caryed it away, being in the meane time left in his 
keeping. And twelue of theſe heads were placed 
and faſtened vpon the Bridge-rower,fixe on the one 
fide and fixe. on the other, and ſome of the handes 
were nayled to their heads :But the hand of Leauder 
Ruppel was nayled and made faſt on the Pillory, tans 
ding before the Towne-houſe of the o1de Citty, 

After this, the dead Carcaſſe of D.zefawms. was 
quartered by the gallowes Tower, andithe.g.quar- 
ters were {et vpon Poles in the-high ſtreetes there co 
remainc. tt 1:-3AO 35 1; 

The dead bodies of the othets wepegelipergd into 
the poſſeſhon of chezr VViddawes:(wheraablome al4 
ready were dead for very griefe) df-zhie Childyen 
and theirfricnds, And although the head of Leavder 
Reppel ſhould have been ſet ypon the Bridge-wgwer 
(which alſo they: wentabour to; daciaccertlingly) 
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yet it is delinered to the friends to be buryed with 
the dead body. DOT 

The Lord Budawitz his hand was chopt off : But 
the hand of the Earle of Sch/ick, his head being faſte- 
ned ypon the Pole;then his hand that was chopr off, 
was nayled vpon his mouth. -Thus there were in all 
Twelue heads and Foure hands {ct vpon the Bridge 


Tower:that of the Earle Sch/ick;that of the Lord Bu- 


dowz,that of Michalonitz, of Kaplitz, of Dworſetzhy, 
of Loſſe,of Bilan, of Kothan, of Stefferſchtz,of Cobey, of 
Ieſſenius, and of Hawenſehi/d, And the ſaid Earle 
Schlick, Michalowitz, Ruppel, and Hawenſchild, their 
hands were alfo ſet ypon the Bridge-rower, being 
nayledon their heads; 

"On Tueſday then next following the 22. of Tune, 
the aforeſaid N/cholas Drebre decording to his Iudge- 
ment ſtood forthetime of an houre nayled with bis 
rongue on the poaſt of the Gallowes, and after thae 
wascaryed againe into Priſon , he was condemned 
(this penalty performed ) to be lockt vp in Iron 
Chaines,and to be ſent to Reb in perpetnall impri- 
ſonment : but through the vnſpeakable great paine 
and torment,which he ſuffered thus ſtanding, he dy- 
ed thenext Day after.. On the" ſame Tneſday, were 
likewiſe both the olde Citties Atrornyes aforeſaid, 
with another Officer of the ſaid Citty,with roddes 
wang through and our of the Citty,and for cucr 


out of the Kingdome of Bohemia. 
On Wedweſday the 23.0f June inthe night time, 


one of the Heads thatwere fer on poales vpon the 


Bridge-tower, fell downe at the onefide thereof, fo 
thatno body doth know how itcame down, neither

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is it; or atleaſt it willnot beknowne whoſe head of 
them that were cxecured it was,onedyveryrimely-in 
the morning, it was caryed\vp againe, and ſer in thie 


place where it ſtood before. | 


And thus ended this bloody Trapeay. 


On Thurſday next the 24:of Tune, the ſaid Ma- 
ſter Lzppech, made an excellent and moſt godly Ser. 
mon in the Dutch Church in'the high Germane 
anguage, there with a hearty thankeſgiuing tothe 
Almighty God, he related that God through his 
Diuineg mercy and goodnes, had heard the carneſt 
prayers,aſwell of chem tharwerePrifoners,and now 
departed out of this miſcrable world, as of others 
vprightand true Chriſtians, ſhewing ſuch exrraor- 
dinarygreat grace andelemency tothofe that were 
condemned; in their laſt going our of this mortall 
lite; that thereby they were ſtrengthened with grear 
patience: toperſencre in the conftanr-profeſſion of 
their Ghriſtan Fairhinanaſfurcd hope oftheirRe- 
ſurre&tion to Eternall ſatuation,:in them Clunſtian 
and fraternal Charity,and in conrinuall Prayersand 
ſupplications ro God and his Son [eſus Chriſtrheir 
Sauiour and.Redecmer'to rhe verylaſt ent} oficheie 
Lucs yeain the Death it ſelfe, and that accordingly; 
as moſiblefſed mad happy Chrutians:nodoubt bue 
God Almighty had aircady recciued their foules in- 
eo his Eccrnal! Glory, there to reioyce with him for 
euer. And that they, like a Hart thirſteth after freth 
waters, fo they haue longed for their remporall 
Dcathand ſeperation out of this miſerable Life, and 
contrary to all mens expetation,not withour great
